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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a primed publication in this or a foreign eountn or in public use or on 
sale in this cotuitry, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tong et al (Normal 
Human Skin Lymphocytic and Langerhans ' Cell Responses to Intradermal Interferon a-2fi Injections). 

Tong et al disclose that it is known to deliver a therapeutically active amount of interferon a-2(3 to 
an intradermal location of a patient's skin at least three times a week. It is the Examiner's position that 
since Tong et al disclose all the limitations of the Applicant's invention as claimed, it is inherent that the 
method of Tong et al would also display an immune response of the same type or no greater than when 
the substance is delivered intramuscularly or subcutaneously. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tong et al (Normal 
Human Skin Lymphocytic and Langerhans ' Cell Responses to Intradermal Interferon a-2fi Injections) as 
modified by Gross et al (US 5,848,991). 
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Tong et al disclose that it is known to inject interferon into an intradermal space within 
mammalian skin. Tong et al do not expressly disclose the device which is used for the injection. Gross et 
al disclose in column 4, lines 10-16 that it is known to perform intradermal injections using a needle 
having an exposed height between 0 and 1mm and an outlet inserted into the skin to a depth between 0.3 
and 2mm. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the method of 
Tong et al with the device of Gross et al since such a modification would provide for interferon delivery 
to the intradermal space in a precisely control manner which causes little or no trauma to the skin.
